British Miners Buy Land 


Surned Enough During Harvest To) 
Purchase Quarter Section 
*Two British harvesters who came 
to Canada this year have adopted the 
Dominion as their home and will re- 
main in Western Canada as farmers, | 
having bought a quarter section ot 
land with the proceeds earned while 

working in the harvest fields. 

The men are Jack Wilsomand Fred 
Wells, both of Durham, England. 
They accomplished the jump from 
harvest hand to farm owner by pool- 
ing their mpney, earncd while har- 
vesting, and buying a quarter section 
of land from the farmer for whom 
Wilson had worked, The men had 
$225 apiece, and the sum needed to 
procure the land was $450, They im- 
mediately gave their wages to the 
farmer and now Wilson is leaving for 
England to bring back his famiiy 
and Wells’ sweetheart, and will settle 
down in Canada to become Canadian 
citizens. 


Air Route Laid Out 


Emergency Landings and Fuel Sta- 
tions Located Regina To Calgary 
Emergency fields have been locat-

With reference to bacon and dairy 
products, British importers were pin- 
ning their faith to Canada’s system 
of standardization, he declared.

Chiistianity's Next Task 


The signing of (1), the Treaty of Versailles in which is incorporated 
the covenant of the League of Nations; (2), the naval treaties at Washing- 
ton; and (3), the Kellogg anti-war declaration recently at Paris, were all 
hailed by press, pulpit and public as important milestones along the road to 
permanent world peace and a better understanding among the races of the 
earth, Special services were held in churches to mark some if not all of 
these events, while thousands of columns of editorial matter were printed 
lauding these notab’e efforts to put an end to racial animosities. And every 
word written or spoken in praise and support of these great peace move- 
ments was fully deserved, 

But, notes the Literary Digest, the new programme for world-wide 
spiritual co-operation adopted by the Internaticnal Missionary Council at its 
last meeting in Jerusalem may be considered as revolutionary in the ecclesi- 
astical world as the above named three events are in the political world 
All look-to the promotion of peace, but the Jerusalem Conference, perhaps, 
probed deeper into the problems which agiiate the world and array nation 
against nation, race against race, and, concludes the Literary Digest, while 
little publicity has been given to the deliberations and conciustons of the 
Conference held on the Mount of Olives, no bells rung or pacans of praise 
offered up, yet so much was done that posterity may rank Jerusalem with 
Geneva, Washington and Paris in the onward march of maniind toward 
international amity and the ending of racial hatred. 

Among the subjects discussed on the sacred mount outside the Hoy 
City were the race problem, the rights ef minorities, the protection of wo- 
men and children in industry, relations between strong and weak nations. 
the land question, intellectual and spiritual co-operation, relations between 
church and state, and various other phases of world pe Specialists on 
race, industry, and international relations from the minor'ties section of the 
League of Nations and the Universities of London, Harverd and Columbia 
among other institutions, were present to contribute techn cal knowledge as 
these problems were attacked. 

And with what resu't? Following lengthy and searching study of condi- 
tions as they now exist in countries all over the world, and the relation and 
duty of the Christian church thereto, this International Missionary Confer- 
ence mecting at Jerusalem found that “the Church has not firmly and 
effectively set its face aguinst race hatred, race envy, race contempt, or 
against racial, national and social pride, or against the lust for wealth and 
exploitation of the poor or weak.” 

It was evident right at the beginning of the Conference that the old 
attitude of superiority of the West over the East, regarding of Nordic 
civilization and the Christian religions as one and the same, was not 
acceptabie. The idea of race superiority was not’ admitted for a moment 
and the Conference indicated its belief that the basis of race prejudice is 
cconomic, In lands where raves live side by side, participation by all in 
racial intermingling for social, cultural, and religious fellowship was de- 
clared to be the natural expression of Christianity, and was weiccmed as a 
step toward wor'd-wide understanding. 

Who is there will deny that such belief and conclusions are in line with 
the teachings and spirit of the Founder cf Christianity? 

And does there not emanate from this Conference a special message for 

" the people of Canada, und especially for the people of Western Canada? Of 
late there have been unfortunate revivals of ancient campaigns by certain 
classes of our people aguinst other classes based sole’y on questiens of race 
and creed, Most unfortunate of all is the fact that many of the leaders in 
these campaigns, which are a denial of Christ's whole life and teaching, are 
recognized leaders in the Christian church. 

It is the fond hope and dearest ambition of many thousands of forward- 
looking, patriotic Canadians that this young Dominion reaching out in its 
new nationhood will become a power for good in the world; that its great- 
ness will be found not alone in its Wealth of natural resources, its far- 
reaching trade and commerce, its cultural attainments, but in those spiritual 
attainments and contributions to all mankind which in the final analysis, are 
the true measures by which to estimate the greatness of any people or nation

But 
the popularity of the “fag” or “cof- 
fin-nail,” as the cigarette was some- 
times called, grew rapidly from, that 
time on, so that by 1915 more than 
16 hillion cigarettes were consumed 
on this continent yearly. The war 
appears to have given an. impetus 
to cigarette smoking, and by 1920 
the number used in a year had risen 
to more than 50 billion, Since that 
time the increase in consumption has 
been amazing, the number of cigar- 


1928 will be more than 100 billion, 


Strange to say, the decrease in 
cigar smoking was not very marked 
during the years in which cigarettes 
showed a great increase. Light
